“ many different ways. I do not believe that in practice such 
“ frauds often take place, but this only shows how easy it is 
“to put aside practical improvements by merely speculative 
“* objections.” 

The directors had thus made a mistake, though a very 
natural one, in resisting change. They appear to much better 
advantage in the subsequent parts of the correspondence, when 
they have discovered the drift of the Treasury, and see that 
improvement is seriously meant for objects on which Mr Lowe 
set value. They catch him tripping in one of the supple- 
ments to his scheme—payment of dividends at branches of 
the Bank of England—to which there would be many ob- 
stacles, but which would be quite unnecessary with a system 
of crossed warrants, virtually payable in any part of the 
country where the holder is known. Their detailed sugges- 
tions for working the plan are also good and business-like, 
and they are fully alive to the means of protecting their inte- 
rests in the change. When once fairly awakened too they 
are able to suggest such a point as the advancement of the 
October dividends from the 10th to the 5th of the month as 
in other quarters—so as to relieve the greater pressure on the 
first two days of the payment consequent on the postponement, 
and also prevent the numerous mistakes of people who do not 
remember that the October payment is later than the others. 
This suggestion, we need hardly add, was eagerly caught at 
and adopted by Mr Lowe. 


Second. One of the most important points to be settled 
was the responsibility for loss under the new plan. If war- 
rants miscarry or are lost, and the wrong person gets the 
money, is the bank to continue liable to the true owner? In 
reality, the point may be of little practical consequence. 
The practice of crossing warrants insures that the bank 
will in any case be protected by the responsibility of one or 
more other banks through whose hands the warrant comes 
back to it. Some banks may too readily cash crossed 
warrants to strangers, but the risk will be theirs; and this 
loose practice, it may be hoped, will be very partial. Still 
there may be cases in which a successful forgery will take 
place,—though not more, but probably fewer, than therearenow, 
—and for these it is necessary to provide. The provision in 
the Bill is that the posting of the letter containing his warrant 
to a stockholder “shall, as respects the liability of the bank, 
“‘ be equivalent to the delivery of such warrant to the stock- 
“holder himself.” The bank, however, had claimed 
much more, as appears from the following passage in 
Mr Lowe's letter, explaining the present clause :— 
“The next point to which I would advert is the wording of 
“ the clause in your draft Bill which is intended to relieve the 
“bank from undue responsibility. This clause as it now 
“* stands appears to me to give more relief than was probably 
“intended by your court, and would exonerate you from a 
“‘ responsibility which fairly rests upon you. If posting the 
** warrant is to be a complete discharge of all claim for the 
“ dividend, it would follow that the bank once having posted 
“ the warrant, might with impunity, and without redress to 
“the real claimant, pay upun a warrant manifestly forged or 
“presented by an unauthorised claimant. The protection 
“which your court require would be met by a provision that 
“ the posting of a letter to the address furnished by the stock- 
“ holder shall be equivalent to a delivery of the warrant to the 
“ stockholder himself, and Ihave given instructions accordingly.” 

The case is perhaps clear as to the responsibility of the 
bank, but one phrase in the above quotation suggests a doubt 
as to whether the whole question of responsibility is settled. 
Mr Lowe assumes that if the bank as it wished had been 
discharged of responsibility by merely posting a warrant and 
afterwards paying it, the real claimant would have been 
without redress; and he assumes in effect that this will be so 
still where the bank pay upon a warrant that is not “mani- 
“« festly forged or presented by an unauthorised claimant.” 
But would the real claimant even in that case be without 
redress? If he would, he certainly ought not to be. The 
Government which is indebted to him ought to remain bound 
until he is paid, and cannot be discharged by a failure in the 
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method it adopts to effect payment. As between the bank 
and the real claimant the case is clear, but the r 
between the claimant and the Government are a differen. 
matter.

Such are the questions mooted in the present com 
spondence, which will certainly raise Mr Lowe’s reputation as 
the proposal he has carried will also do. It remains tobe 
seen how his plan will operate, but that it will be effective and 
beneficial, and gradually predominate over the other modesof 
paying the dividends, wefully believe. At first it maynot change 
much. People who have given powers of attorney will be apt 
to let them run on; and this includes the largest part of the 
money. On the other hand, the habit of attending personally 
will probably continue long after it has been rendered unne- |) 
cessary.

BUSINESS NOTES. 


There is hardly time now to take a decision of the House 
of Commons this Session, though it will be a pity if the 
“ battle of the sites” for thelaw courtsiscarried over till another 
Session, and the new buildings, the want of which’is’so great 
a hindrance to business, delayed. As the matter stands, 
hardly anything can be done. The Select Committee have 
reported by a majority against the embankment, and’ in favour 
of the Oarey Street site, but the majority is a small one, and 
the minority happens to include the ‘‘ Government ”—that is, 
Mr Lowe and Mr Layard—and this makes all the difference. 
They are evidently quite prepared to appeal from: the Com- 
mittee to the House on the evidence, as they have a right to 
do, and they are not without reasons, as those who look at 
Mr Lowe’s draft report,-—which: the Committee, preferring Mr 
Goldney’s, rejected,—will see. Probably if the Committee had 
supported the Government the assent of the House to their 
scheme might have been unanimously got, but as they go the 
other way there must be a debate and a vote, and. the matter 
is thus hung up for another Session. It ought to be made 
certain, however, that the business will be taken up when 
Parliament meets. 


Another decision has been given by the Lord. Chaneellor and 
Lord Justice Giffard in the matters in dispute between the 
Cork and Youghal Railway Company and Overend Gurney, || 
and Oo.

|| paratively unimportant amendments, which have almost all 
been agreed to by the House of Commons. The amendments, 
|| such as they are, are chiefly technical and verbal, there 
having been no attempt to alter the substantial provisions of 
the measure. Perhaps the most important was one to which 
| the Attorney-General took exception, and which the House of 
| Commonsreversed,—the addition of words in the definition of a 
|| partnership or company, the effect of which would be to exempt 
from the operation of the Act all partnerships of more than 
| seven persons ; and another which the House also corrected on 
the motion of the Attorney-General, limiting to traders the act 
of bankruptcy implied in leaving the realm with intent to defeat 
or delay their creditors. Among the amendments which were 
allowed to stand was one by which their lordships omitted as 
superfluous some of the sections in the clause as to liquidation 
by arrangement. Another defines more narrowly, as follows,

The secretary of the Preston Operative Ootton Spinners’ 
and Minders’ Association has published striking evidence of 
the depression of trade in that town. He first gives a list of 
mills working, which shows that in these out of 962 mules 
60 are stopped—the number of spindles stopped being 80,224. | 
This is followed by a list of mills wholly stopped, in which 
there are 2724 mules and 372,830 spindles. According to 
this, about 25 per cent. of the machinery and fixed capital in 
Preston is unemployed. The remark is made that this ma- 
chinery if working would employ about 1,000 spinners, piereers, 
and creelers, besides about 200 other persons—spinning- 
masters, scavengers, oilers, &c.—and about 200 hands in the pre- 
paratory processes of carding, &c., making about 1,400 persons 
in all; and although too much capital may have been sunk 
and the workmen might not be found when wanted, it is un- 
fortunately quite certain that there are now many who could 
be employed. 


The present Board of Treasury is not opposed to all grant 
to science, or even all new grants. An application having 
been made by the Admiralty, after a correspondence with the 
Astronomer Royal, for a grant of money to defray the expense 
of observing the coming transits of Venus at out of the way 
spots on the earth’s surface, the Treusury has responded '° 
affirmatively and at once. The present estimate for the 
transit of 1874 only is 10,500/, which the Treasury gives un- 
hesitatingly to science. It is true that the money is to be 
expended by the Admiralty under Treasury supervision, just as 
any ordinary surveying expedition would be supervised; but 
the grant is to pure science nevertheless, though the doctrine 
laid down was that it was no business of Government. We 
are not objecting to the grant ; as we pointed out at the time, 
there are many scientific objects which Government can very 
well promote, and this is clearly one of them. 








Mr Lowe’s statistics, in reply to Mr Lambert, as to what 

is being done to reduce the National Debt, are worth repeating : 
—‘ On the 31st of March, 1858, the National Debt of this 

“ country was 832,843,000/. On-the 31st of March, 1868, 
“it was 795,024,000/. That is to say, in the ten years 
“ between March 31, 1858, and March 31, 1868, the National 
“ Debt of this country has been reduced by no less a sum than 
+ $7, 819, 000/, being at the rate of about 3,782,000/ a 
“ vear.” Of course this does not take into account the fact 
that since 1858 we have only been making up for the ground 
lost during the Crimean war, which diminishes a little the 
satisfaction of the statement. The present generation hardly 
feel that the debt has been reduced in its time. Stir, as Mr 
Lowe says, the subject is not neglected, and it is our fortune 
to be able to pay so much while people hardly know it, though 
the amount might very properly be increased to the great im- 
provement of the national credit, and possibly a reduction of 
tbe interest of the diminished debt in consequence of the 
competition to hold it.

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Tre shareholders of the Comptoir d’Escompte have held their 
annual meeting. The report stated that for the year ending 30th 
June, 1869, the total operations amounted to 2,821 ,150,573!, being 
541,589,422f more than in the preceding year. In the total dis. 
counts of Paris and the departments figured for 908,305,000? ; dis- 
counts of foreign bills for 348,769,000f; warrants, 10,193,000f ; 
adv -nees on public funds, 19,289,000f; acceptances and credits on 
pledges, 55,511,000f. ‘The operations of all kinds of the agencies 
of Calevita; Bombay, Hong Kong, Shanghai, La Reunion, and 
London, amounted to 1,018,894,000f, the share of London in that 
total being 180,000,000f. ‘l'hese operations were of three kinds: 
—1, advances on security of goode, Indian Government stock, 
purchases of bills in the trade of India, China, Cochin China, La 
Reunion, Mauritius, America, and Australia, aud the sale for 
cash of bills of the Comptoir on those countries to pay for im- 
ports; 2, the sale for cash of drafts issued by the agencies in 
France and foreign countries to pay for manufactured goods sent 
from Europe to India and China; 3, what are called remises, 
which are bills on France, England, and the principal commercial 
towns of Europe, given in payment of silk, cotton, tea, rice, 
indigo, and other goods sent into Europe from China and India. 
The profits of the year were 6,629,109f 12c, of which 3,360,000f, 
being 21f per share, hive been distributed, and out of the re- 
mainder an additional 20f were ordered to be paid. The sum of 
41f is equal to 81 per cent. of the capital. In presence of the 
commercial d-pression which has so long prevailed, and which of 
course specially affected a Discount Bank, this result was consi- 
dered by the shareholders highly satisfactory. The dividend is 
now being paid. 

The projected modification in the statutes of the Credit Foncier, 
of which mention was made in a preceding letter, have ocen sub- 
mitted to the Council of State, and will be shortly carried into 
effect. ‘The capital is to be 90,000,000f instead of 60,000,000f, 
and is to be divided into 180,000 shares of 500f each, of which 
120,000 are issued, and the rest are to be placed at a future 
period. The new shares are to be paid up to the amount of 250f 
each by alevy from th2 disposable reserves of the company. 
(They comprise the profits made by the discount of the ‘*delega- 
tions” of the city of Paris). The company is to continue. to 
recrive deposits, but one-fourth of them at least is to be deposited 
in the Treasury, and reduction is to be made in the charge for 
commission and expenses in loans on security of real property in 
the rural districts and {o communes. The reason why the augmen- 
tation of the capital has been resolved on is that the bonds in 
circulation have very nearly attained the maximum fixed for them, 
which is twenty times the capital. 

Mention was made some months back of the discovery of em- 
bezz'ements to the amount of nearly 1,500,000f by the cashier of 
the Union Insurance Company. The man has just been tried 
and condemned. As usual in such cases the public expresses 
ustonishment that the perpetration of such an enormous robbery 
could have been® possible. But great confidence was placed in 
the man, and his superiors were shamefully negligent. Surely it 
would be just in companies to cast the responsibility of frauds on 
those whose neglect enables them to be committed. Singular to 
relate the thief d:d not steal for himself, but for a dashing and 
daring speculator of the name of Pic, well known in Paris. This 
Pic has been engaged in many affairs all more or less ruimous to 
his shareholders: one was what he called an Indastrial Bank, in 
which he managed to conjure xway between one and two millions 
(fra cs) of other people’s money. He lived in grand style, though 
He conceived the strange idea that he 

ight set himself straight by starting a daily newspaper ih the 
interest of the Government. He received every encouragement 
from the latter, but nobody read the paper and it produced. heavy 
loss. Pie, however, did not suffer anything by that. He put no 
money nto the aff.ir, having none to put; but the cashier’s em- 
bezzlements were absorbed by it, and he victimised some foolish 
persons in connection with it. These doivgs will form 
an interesting chapter ia the Financial History of the Second 
Enpire.

In 1859, the prospectus appeared of an Indian loan in a 
5 per cent. stock to the amount of 5,000,000/; and of a 
Russian 3 per cent. stock for 3,000,0002 at the price of 68. 
Money was abundant at 24 per cent., but had rather an 
upward tendency. 


In 1866, the French Government had demanded of the 
Cabinet of Berlin the restoration of the French frontier as it 
existed in 1814.

Eneuish Ramway Srooxs.—The subscriptions to the new 
Five per Cent. Preference stock of the Metropolitan District 
Railway are stated to have been numerous. The price of 
issue was fixed at 68}, and the quotation is about 1 premium. 
It is to be hoped, therefore, no considerable period will now 
elapse before this important line is completed to Cannon 
street. The impression—and no doubt a correct one—that 
the entire traffic of this line will be improved by the com- 
pletion of the remaining portion has induced purchases of the 
ordinary stock, which has made a further considerable advance 
in price. More activity generally has been observed in this 
department, the attention of the public having been attracted 
by the increase in the dividends paid by the different sections 
of the North-Eastern. The half-yearly dividend on Midland 
is 53 as against 5 per cent. for the corresponding period of 
1868, which increase suddenly reversed the course of the 
market in the middle of the week, and the stock has improved 
more than 1 per cent.

Advices from all sections indicate that the 
erop prospects were never better, and it is therefore surmised 
that a bountifnl harvest will go far not only to enrich the country, 
but to establish confidence and stimulate the demand for textile 
fabrics and all kinds of merchandise. The money market has 
worked steadily and easily throughout the week ; the supply has 
been abundant to meet the demand, which has been somewhat 
limited, owing to the restricting volume of business at the Stock 
Exchange. The ruling rate has been 7 per cent. on stocks, but 
lenders have exercised much discrimination in favour of 
Government bonds as coliateral, on pledge of which round 
amounts have been loaned at 6 per cent. In the discount 
market business has been rather more active, though rates have 
been strong, ranging from 8 to 12 per cent., with the mejority of 
transactions at the intermediate business, say 9 to 10 per cent.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE DURING THE WEEE. 
Marx Lane, Fripay Evenre. 

The wheat trade during the past week has been characterised 
by 09 little firmness. The extravagavt anticipations formed in 
respect of the growing crop have now been entirely dissipated, 
and the opinion—which has been frequently expressed in these 
colunns—that the crop will be somewhat under the average in 
the yield per acre and decidedly deficient in quality, when com- 
\| pared with last year, is daily gaining ground. Among the few 
| ripe ears exhibited at Mark lane some have certainly presented a 
\| fine appearance, but this is somewhat exceptional, and even iu 
these culled samples a great want of uniformity is apparent. In addi- 





tion to these facts, the weather has not been favourzble for harvest 
|| operations, which kad already commenced in some districts, and 
\| at the same time the engagements of farmers have prevented them 
!! from sending more than a very moderate quantity of wheat to 
market. The imports have been limited, and the falling 
off as compared with last year has continued to make pro- 
gress. ‘The market opened with dulness on Monday last, 
but since then millers have shown more inclination to operate, 
and to-day an advance of 1s per quarter has been established 
in prices. Foreign wheat has ruled more active, and factors have 
held for a similar improvement. ‘The latest advices show that 
the quantity of wheat afloat for the United Kingdom is very much 
smaller than last yéar, but that the shipments of other kinds of 
grain have been more extensive, There are on pissage from the 
south of Kurope and America to ports-of-call 655 cargoes of 
grain and reed, against 527 at the corresponding period last year. 
|| Of these 249 are wheat against 292, 284 maize avainst 68, 23 
|| barley against 58, 5 beans against 8, 25 rye against 30, nil oats 
j| against 1, 69 seed against 57, nil cakes against 15. 
All spriog corn has ruled firm. Outs are 6d to 1s per quarter 
on the week, there having been an active demand for good sound 
‘|corn. Beans and peas have continued very scarce, and the 
| tendency of prices has been upwards. Barley and oats look very 






well in the fields, the recent rains having supplied the much 

wanted moisture, Beans and peas also promise full average 
returns, but turnips and potatoes would improve under a con- 
tinuance of rain. 

Very little change has taken place in the wheat trade on the 
Continent, but the general tone of the markets appears to be firm. 
|| Busivess, as on this side, is somewhat in abeyance, until the 
the reaping of the harvest shall have afforded satisfactory evidence 

as to the characier of the crops. ‘ 

Mr Geo. Dornbusch thus reports the state of the floating grain 
and seed trade :—Since last Friday 119 grain and seed laden ves- 
sels have been reported arrived at ports of call—viz., 20 wheat, 
74 maize, 9 barley, l rye, 1 milletseed, 5 linseed, 1 rapeseed, 
4 cottonseed, and 4 valonea. The floating grain trade bas been 
hardening in tone for several days past and more disposition 
shown for business. Wheat has gained in favour, and is 1s to 2s 
dearer on the week for arrived as well as on passage and for ship- 
ment.
